R. G. Howe, Counsellor of Embassy, who has 
‘been in charge practically ever since Sir Hughe 
departed, with which, this journal is certain, the 
British community in China will heartily concur. 
But in view of tho uncertainty as to when Sir 
Hughe would be able to resume his duties here, 
the decision of the Government to appoint a

NANKING HORROR, 


‘The story of what happened in Nanking atter 
its fall into the hands of the Japanese forces 
{s now leaking out. ‘The account published in 
this Journal to-day comes from a reliable 
souree, It is written with very considerable 
restraint, but nevertheless, reading between the 
lines a pielure of the horrors which have been 
perpetrated there can be skelched in with 
terrible vividness, It cannot be believed for one 
moment that what transpired was done with the, 
consent of the Japanese high command, for it 
fs readily admitted that it consists of men of 
high character, faithful servants of a traditional 
honour, the requirements of which are as high 
as thoso of any other proud nation, Blood lust 
is a terrible thing and has been recognized for 
what it is for centuries past. As long ayo as 
the Norman conquest of England, William 1, 
kept his army outside Winchester for a whole 
day in order that they should not perpetrate 
the iniquilies whieh the heat of baitle #0 often 
inspires, and Winchester was saved from sack. 
The conclusion to be drawn from this horrible 
story is that the troops for a time got out of 
hand. ‘That does not relieve the offers com- 
manding them of thelr responsibility, and. if 
every city which may be captured’ by the 
Japanese is to be transformed into a bath of 
Blood the world will be repelled with horror 
‘and dismay, ‘The chastisement of the Chinese 
Government, which Japanese authorities have 
's0 frequently announced to be their sole object 
{ig being transformed into the slaughter of the 
people for whom great Japanese friendliness 
has been claimed. Words are again being s0 
completely belied by actions that the world 
will soon be wondering wherein lies the truth. 
‘What has been done has been done and tho bad 
‘effect that this news must of necessity have on 
the world at large cannot be lightly discounted, 
‘The shooting of sinarmed Chinese whether they 
had been soldiers or not cannot possibly be 
Justified unless these hostilities have degenerated 
Info a war with no quarter, which seems to be 
the case, It is the very negation of that chivalry 
which is still believed to be one of the Japanese 
charactéristies, If, as it has Deen suggested, 
this and other recent incidents have occurred 
‘because a section of the troops got out of hand, 
then the sooner control is reasserted the better, 
If punishment of those responsible can be meted 
out it should be done as soon as possible, for 
only by such action can this heavy blot upon 
‘a fine national escutcheon,be removed. 





A GREAT GENERAL 


At is with genuine emotion that the world will 
Join with Germany in mourning the loss of one 
of her most brilliant sons in the person of 
Genera! Erich Ludendorff, One of the big out~ 
standing gures of the Great War, General 
Ludendorff rendered most valuable services to 
‘his country, both on the eastern and western 
fronts, and his exceptional talents as a strategist 
‘and organizer were fully recognized by those 
opposed to him, and even by so fine a soldier 
‘as Marshal Foch, Gon. Ludendorff brought to 
his work enormous capacity and strength of 
will, added to which he had an unrivalled 
knowledge of military history and'the science of 
war, Time is gradually cutting down all the 
great personages who added so much to the 
history of the world during thore fateful years 
from 1914 to 1918 and humanly speaking-it will

CHAMPION OF PEACE 


Mr. Frank B. Kellogg, a great champion of 
peace and a statesman whose name will go 
Gown in history as one of the most courageous 
of the post-war era, is being mourned by the 
World to-day, At a time when the bulwarks of 
‘the Locarno ‘Treaty were erumbling and inter= 
national agreements “for the preservation of 
eace, made afler the Covenant of the League 
Of Nations had proved too full of holes, showed 
that they necded additional reinforcement, Mr. 
Kellogg ‘and the late M, Aristide Briand were 
Joint-authors of the pact which has come to 
bear the former's name and which will be re- 
‘membered as a great act of renunelation by 
nearly all the nations of the world—the re- 
udiation of war as an instrument of national 
policy. Mr. Kellogg, lived to the age of elghty- 
‘one to see the policy he had persuaded the 
world to accept overthrown and. dishonoured, 
Solemn signatories of the agreement found that 
thelr interests were, so they thought, better 
served by the use of force. “While they @d not 
Geclare war, they did everything else, and the 
text of the ‘pact was reduced to the status of 
a traMic signal which could be Ignored by any 
party at will=-to the resultant. diseord of world 
relations. “While this must have been a severe 
disappointment to Mr. Kellogg, as it was to 
others, it could not detract from the honour and 
value of the pact itself, His name will go down 
In history as a famous, if unsuccessful, cham 
pion of peace and goodwill in international 
relations, Mr. Kellogg rose from lowly begin= 
‘ings to the position of Secretary of State In the 
United States, a position second only in im- 
Portance to that of the president, Before ac- 
Cepting this onerous duty, he had éccupled with 
distinetion the post of Ambassador to the Caurt 
Of St. James, during the tenure of which offlee 
he had endeared himsclt to the British public 
and achieved an understanding of British alms 
and polley which fow of his countrymen had at 
that time obtained. After being Secretary of 
Stale, he was appointed to the Permanent Court 
of International Justice at The Hague and won, 
many honours from the legal profession in his 
‘own country. Academie honours from ‘univers 
sities the world over were also showered on 
this man, whose education was almost entirely 
from correspondence courses and schools which 
he attended during hours reclaimed from the 
‘burdensome task of making a living. One of the 
principal tributes to his worth wax the bestowal 
of the Nobel Peace Prize in 1920—an honour 
which was later shared by his colleague in tho 
Kellogg-Briand Peace Pact, No better testi- 
mony could have been paid'to Mr. Kellogg, It 
was no fault of his that military mithlessness 
has nade tatters of his treaty. Rather should 
the tribute be paid that he wis one of those 
who made war and the advecates of war the 
more shameworthy, since to gain their objec~ 
tives they had to ‘dishonour themselves and 
their countrymen by bursting the bonds of yet 
another solemn oath,

: Hankow, Dee. 24. 

In an important interview granted 
to German "press representatives, 
General Chiang Kai-shek discussed 
‘yesterday the plans and aims af the 
Chinese government and commented 
for the first time since leaving Nan- 
king on his plans for further resist= 
once, 

“Never in history has destiny struck 
China such a blow,” the ‘Chinese 
leader declared, “but for the first time 
in history the Chinese people are ine 
spied by-only one will, Le. to resist 
‘to, the end. Although ‘severe losses 
have been ‘suffered, China ig in a 
position to replace every soldier, so 
that from that point “of view no 
dificulty ig to be feared. “China's re~ 
sistance will increase with time and 
this fact will soon become obvious, 
‘The policy, of offering mass resistance 
to the Japanese is being relinquished 
in favour of guerilla warfare which 
‘will render the Japanese advance 
‘more.and more diieull. 

Queried concerning the supply of 
‘arma and ammunition in view of the 
blockade, General Chiang pointed out 
that the principal lines of supply 
‘were now from Indo-China vin Yun= 
nan and from Soviet Russia via 
Kansu. Several hundred motor lor 
tries have already made the trip from 
Indo-China, “he declared, and 9

route from Russia, 


Relations with Soviet

Perhaps this may have been due to 
the fact that the new government 
claims to be “founded on a revolu- 
tionary basis,” and so patriotic de- 
monstrations ‘were not necessary: to| 
call the new government into being. 
‘Though why a revolutionary basis 
should have been preferred “to a 
legal one, is not ap all clear. One| 
would have thought that, in view of| 
the repudiation of the ‘Kuomintang | 
and all its works, it would have been.

by the Kuomintang’ in 1928 was} 
revolutionary and iMegal'_ act, 
fand that the present _govérnment 


‘was merely the continuation or re 
establishment of the old Republic. 
‘This is.one of those numerous points 
that do not appear to have been 
thought out very carefully. 

‘The clock has also been put back 
ten years or more, as regards the 
personnel of the new government. 
‘The names of about nine persons have 
been so far given out as participating. 
in same, They bolong either to the: 
former Anfu or Chibli patty. (Those 
two names have a ghostly sound and 
seem to evoke memories of a dead 
‘and buried past). Most of the mem- 
bers of the new government are very. 
ancient gentlemen—they were getting, 
fon in age already in the days of the 
former republic—who have for the 
last dozen years or s0 taken no part 
a the government of the country.

SOME CORRECTIONS 


Dec. 22. 


Major-Genoral Harada was probably much 
impressed by the scepticism with which 
Journalists attending the Press Conference on| 
Monday received his account of the results| 
‘of his investigation into the USS. Panay| 
incident, There was every indication that his| 
statement, that the Panay fired three three- 
inch shells at Japanese land forees after she 
had been attacked by acroplanes, was not 
believed.. ‘That the newspapermen were 


$2] justined in that attitude is revealed by the| 


fact that at yesterday morning's. conference| 
he stated that “Personally, I have come to| 
doubt whether these shots were fired.” It! 
is regrettable that he should have been so| 
misled during his investigations, but that| 
probably arose from a very natural desire on 
the part of junior officers to gloze over their 
regrettable mistake and by endeavouring to 
throw ‘some of the blame on the USS. Panay 
seek to divest themselves of a portion of the| 
responsibility for an altogether deplorable 
affair. It would not bave mattered very much 
i( the Panay had fired such shots as at first 
alleged. She had, according to the Major- 
General's original’ statement, been already 
attacked by the Jsipanese naval aeroplanes, | 
and from the very commencement of that| 
attack the incident had been created, and| 
regrettable though the sinking of the vessel 
‘was, the gravamen of the offence lay in the! 
onslaught upon a war vessel of a friendly! 
neutral state, what followed being incidental to| 
that important fact, ‘That some of those on| 
board were killed and wounded magnifies the| 
seriousness of the matter, and if the Panay| 
had opened fire, which was denied, and now 
admitted probably to be not the case, her 
officers would have been justified in doing so. 
‘They were perfectly entitled to take whatever! 
steps they considered necessary for their own 
protection. 

With regard to the allegation that the 
American war vessel was. machine-gunned,| 
Col, Nishi, as the result of his investigations, 
Insisted yesterday that such could not have 
taken place. A. direct issue is, therefore, 
ralsed between the foreign correspondent who| 
made the original statement, corroborated by’ 
others who saw what happened, and Col, 
Nishi who was not present on the scene of| 
the incident, and has to base his opinion upon| 
what others told him. Hearsay evidence is| 
not always as bad as it is held to be by some! 
Tegal systems, and a very fair amount of 
value may be attached to it in certain in- 
stances, but in this case it has to be accepted 
with every possible reserve, ‘The fact that a| 
Japanese army officer exchanged cards on. 
that fatal morning with the eaptain of the 
Panay precludes all question of there having| 
been any mistake so far as the Japanese Army 
is concerned, for the identity of the vessel 
had been ‘clearly established by such 
procedure, and the only possible defence to the| 
allegations made is the complete denial which| 
Col. Nishi received and transmitted to the 
Press Conference yesterday morning. Major- 
General Harada’s failure to give the Con- 
ference the result of his investigations into the| 
‘Wuhu incident involving British war vessels| 
is quite understandable, It was probably the| 
correct procedure in view of the conversations| 








: | proceeding between Whitehall and Tokyo and 


there can be no criticism of what appears| 
to be a perfectly proper reticence. His. 
denial, however, that Col, Hashimoto had 
een given orders 10 fire ‘on all vessels. on| 
the Yangtze irrespective of nationality, does| 
not quite meet the matter. Col. Hashimoto| 
is reported to have said that he had arders| 
to do so, and, whether he had or had not,| 
the fact ‘remains that in the Colonel's mind 
that appeared to be his duty, and would 
cortainly account for the strangeness of the] 
conduct of the men under him, espectally if] 
he had conveyed such an understanding. to| 
them or given orders along stich lines. It 
may be true that language difficulties made| 
it possible for the Colonel to have been 
misunderstood, as has been suggested, but| 
this excuse is becoming more than a ‘little 
threadbare through too much facile use. 
‘That misunderstandings do arise from| 
such a cause is readily admitted, but it should 
bbe impressed upon the Japanese that in the| 
existing highly delicate state of affairs the 
‘onus is thrust fairly and squarely upon them 
to do everything possible to prevent misun-| 
derstandings, for their forces are where they| 
‘ought not to be, Nevertheless, in fairness to! 
the officers who made the stalements to the 
Press Conferences, it has’ to be pointed out 
that their attitude has been one of complete: 
frankness, and the quick withdrawal of 
erroneous statements is ample evidence of 
their desire not to attempt to glaze matters: 
‘over. It is to be hoped that the same line’ 
will be adopted by the Japanese Government 
in response to the protests which have been 
made to it, The readiness with which regrets| 
were expressed to the British and American 
Governments encourages the hope that the 
demands which have been formulated will 
be met with the same promptness. ‘That a 
certain section of opinion in Japan favours| 
such a course is testified to by the writings| 
‘of the doyen of Japanese journalists who, 
writing in the Tokyo “Nichi Nichi,” urged| 
the Japanese government to seek a fair and 
equitable settlement of the two incidents 
referred to. In the circumstances the demands | 
which have been made are quite reasonable, 


























would be all the more clearly demonstrated 
by following the line which this noted 
publicist suggests. It should be done quickly’ 
too. The delay in replying -to~ British’ 
representations on the subject of the attack 
fon the Ambassador's car created no little 
resentment, and promptness in this instance! 
would do much to discount that feeling, 





A GLANCE ROUND 
Dec, 23. 
All hopes that with the fall of Nanking] 
an end might be put to present hostilities 
may not yet have completely faded though 
they are not at the moment particularly! 
strong. The attitude of both countries is still 
rm, Japan having announced her intention 
to continue the war until the Chinese Gov- 
ernment has béen thoroughly chastised, 
though oddly enough it is the Chinese people, 
for whom the Japanese profess such un- 
wavering affection, who are receiving all the 
punishment, while recent developments in’ 
connection with the reorganization of the 
Central Government indicates that the re- 
verses of the last four months have by no| 
means weakened its determination to resist 
to the bitter end. In the course of that re- 
organization the Central Political Council has 
been abolished, according to Chinese reports 
with the result that Mr. Wang Ching-wei, 
chairmen of the council, General Chang 
‘Chun, secretary general, and Generals Ho 
Yin-ching, Hsiung Shih-hui and Hwang) 
Shao-hsiung and My. Chen Kung-po have 
been removed from their posts and no longer} 
form part of the government, which appears 
thereby to have strengthened its position by’ 
the elimination of opinion favouring a some- 
what less drastic attituge towards Japan. 
Meanwhile discussions are still proceeding 
in Hankow among the leaders remaining in 
power, and though their decisions have not, 
yet been announced, and may not be for 
‘Some time, sufficient’ information has leaked 
‘out to confirm the impressions based upon 
the foregoing developments, The two nations 
are further apart at the present moment 
than they have been at any time, and 
the unfortunate fact has to be faced that 
prolongation of hostilities for an indefinite] 
time is the only remaining probability. When 
the appalling misery which has already been 
inflicted upon the Chinese people is con- 
sidered, and when to that is added all the 
‘afliction which must follow a continuance 
of the Japanese invasion, the dashing of 
Peaceful hopes to the ground by such em- 
phatic action on the part of both governments: 
is the most tragic development since that 
fatal day in July when the crisis arose, 
Militarily the Chinese appear to be re- 
organizing along lines which should bring 
about a co-operation of forces calculated to 
make Chinese resistance more effective, A 
separate commander will take charge of each 
of the five districts into which the various 
war fronts have been divided, and will be 
responsible for the political and military ad- 
ministration of the area allotted to him. ‘The 
jeoncentration of responsibility in the hands 
‘of a small group of men should render 
control more effective and tend to remedy 
that lack of organization which is held by 
some observers to have been responsible £¢ 
the failure of the Chinese commands to hold 
the Japanese advance in the north. ‘These 
changes indicate that the Chinese yovern- 
ment contemplates continuing resistance 
along two different lines, one in which better 
‘organized armies will continue to oppose the 
‘Japanese, and the other the resort to guerilla 
warfare designed to embarrass the Japanese, 
force them {o maintain large armies in ure 
field, and consequently oblige them to con- 
tinue incurring heavy expenditure as they 
‘are at present doing, The report that a well 
‘equipped Mongol army under Chiang Kai- 
shek’s son is also entering the fray is as im- 
portant as it is interesting, for according to 
all accounts itis supplied with munitions, tanks, 
te, of Russian manufacture, and is a deve- 
lopment which is fraught ‘with dangerous 
possibilities. Assistance such as this na 
turally leads to the question of whether the 
alleged present Japanese policy of rescuing 
China from the evils of Communism is not 
calculated to drive China straight into the 
larms of Moscow. Leaders are still actively 
connected with the Chinese Government who 
‘were reported early in the hostilities as hav- 
ing said that China's only friend is Russia, 
and if a continuance of Japanese axgfession 
canfirms the mass of Chinese in an opinion 
which is only held by the few, Japan will 
have herself atone t@ blame, 
Whatever is the ultimate result of what is 
happening now, this is clear—the Japanese 
laying up a heritage of hate which it will 
take conturies to eradicate. China's national 
consciousness which has been so sharply 
[quickened during the last ten years is some- 
thing which has now become an important 
practical factor to be reckoned with in the 
[dealings of any country with her. If any- 
thing, the present catastrophe will serve to 
intensify if, and it is not to be believed that 
[Japan is doing anything but storing up a lot 
fof future trouble for herself. ‘That in the 
jcourse of this mistaken policy Japan 
Weakening herself economically as well 
militarily, is and will continue to be a source 
‘of cynical satisfaction to Moscow and must| 
eventually inspire no little anxiety in the

Jcamps of the other nations, party to the Anti: 
‘Comintern Pact. That in'no way alters the 
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opinion of this journal that even now endeav-

that she has any real chance of expelling the 
enemy from her shores.

It is a credit to the stability of the British 
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nation that these attempts have not succeeded 
and that the endeavours of one “press baron” 
to make and break Cabinets came to naught.

conditions of imbalance which have never! 
been adjusted. In well informed circles there 
is always a fear that the continuation of these 
practices will inevitably bring about some 
form of governmental control. ‘That any sich 
attempt would be strenuousiy resisted, and| 
properly so, goes without saying, but, unless| 
the Press mends its ways, the case for some| 
such control will become all the stronger. In 
‘tis connection the suggestion might commend 
itself to the news agencies that quotation| 
abroad of the epinions of the popular press 
might be subjected to the closest scrutiny, 
Foreigners unacquainted with the polities of| 
@, particular organ, especially amongst the 
pitrveyors of sensationalism, are apt to attach 
‘an importance to its views which the average 
Britor ould most certainly not, and therein 
es so much of the danger of ‘mutual mis- 
understanding between nations. It is news 
that a certain organ expresses’ a particular 
opinion, but without the necessary back- 
‘ground the value of that opinion is not likely’ 
fo be accurately estimated. There is as much 
difference of importance between the utter- 
ances of various constituents of the British 
Press, as there is between the opinions of a 
political magazine of high standing and those 
‘of one of a boy's comic papers, if such con- 
fections ever have opinions,

INCIDENT SETTLED 
Dec. 27. 


It seems inevitable that the United States’ 
Government should regard the latest Japanese 
Note on the subject of the bombing and 
sinking of U.SS, Panay with some degree of 
coldness, and read it with a cool, analytical 
eye, for the Note takes matters very little 
further than did a similar document lodged 
by Tokyo with the United States on Decem- 
ber 14. ‘The issue still remains concerni 
‘whether the attack on the gunboat was un- 
intentional or not, though in accepting the 
Japanese note Washington has closed the| 
matter, leaving no dqubt as to its own| 
opinion. That it was a mistake, and a| 
very. grave mistake will at once ‘be con- 
ceded, though Washington will find it dif- 
cult to reconcile the facts, as reported to it 
by the Boare of Enquiry and the commander| 
‘of the Panay, with the Japanese claim of! 
‘absence of intention. On the forward top 
deck and the after top deck of the craft were 
painted horizontally two United States ftags,| 
eighteen feet long and fourteen feet wide. 
‘The aeroplanes attacking the vessel are re- 
ported to have come down to within one or| 
two hundred feet of the vessel when dropping | 
their bombs and fusillading it with machine- 
guns, and the United States and the world! 
‘at large will find it dificult to believe that 
those operating the aeroplanes were unable 
to perceive and recognize those indications of 
the ship's nationality. ‘Licut.~Commander| 
Hughes in charge of the Panay reports that} 
the attacks lasted for about an hour and that 
{or the first halt of that period “the attacking] 
planes concentrated almost all efforts on the 
Panay.” It must be frankly stated that it is} 
unbelievable that, during the whole of this| 
time, those making the attacks were not fully] 
aware that they were committing an outrage| 
upon an American naval vessel lawfully! 
where she was, The frst bombing is admitted! 
to have taken place from a height outside the 
range of the ship's Lewis guns, but “later, 
when the Panay was visibly smashed, they! 
came much closer.” If the original attack| 
‘was a mistake and utintentional, can it now! 
‘be argued that the continuance of such action| 
Jean similarly be described? If Washington 
had refused to accept such a story there| 
would be very few indeed who would deny| 
the reasonableness of such a point of view. 
‘The Japanese assuranee, that staff members 
of the fleet, and the commander of the| 
flying squadron and all others. responsible 
have been dealt with according to law and 
that the commander of the flying force has| 
been removed from his post and recalled, 
may have about it a greater significance than 
occidental observers can readily perceive, 
but it would be interesting to learn exactly. 
‘what punishrients are provided by that law| 
‘and the extent to which those sanctions have| 
been applied in this particular instance, For| 
It must be strongly emphasized that untess| 
these officers responsible have been subjected| 
to appropriate punishment mere statements, 
that steps have been taken to ensure that 
there shall be no repetition of this incident, 
will be without that convincing quality which 
it is apparent from American comment to} 
hand was hoped for. Governments can-| 
not be expected to make such statements| 
to each other officially, but the fact that | 
number of officers were under arrest with 
prospects of their being disciplined _is| 
matter of ordinary news value which could! 
be issued to the newspapers and thus to 
the world at large. Such a step would in

would be a very valuable contribution to the 
settlement of this very important and delicate 
Issue. ‘That. something of the nature should| 
bbe done is apparent from the manner in 
which opinion in the United States has! 
suddenly become crystallized, and while st is 
not yet solidly for war—and may never be, 
if such matters are satisfactorily handled—the 
public attitude has considerably stiffened 
and may be even stiffer when the people 
see for themselves, the testimony which the 
[gallant American cinematographers are taking] 
there. ‘Should the pictuires have the effect 
‘upon ‘the public which it is stated the govern 
ment fears, it is, pethaps, just as well that 
Weshington considers the Japanese reply’ 
sufficiently satisfactory to enable it to close 
the matter in the way Jt has done, for, had, 
the issue remained open, force of public| 
opinion might have obliged the ‘authorities to 
go further than they at present contemplate, 

While the Japanese Government is handling 
this delicate matter with Washington and 
preparing to reply to the latest British Note 
fon the ‘occurrences involving British “war 
vessels in the Yangtze, another incident has] 
arisen in connection with’ the flight of Japan 
ese aeroplanes over the. island of -Lantao 
within the territorial waters of the colony of] 
Hongkong. ‘Tokyo has already been informed 
that Hongkong territory and its waters must| 
‘be respected, and the flight now complained] 
of is a clear violation of British rights, Tt] 
may be argued that this is a, small matter, 
Dut when the treatment meted out to fliers 
who without authority have flown over 
‘Japan, and the Japanese insistence upon the] 
inviolability of thelr own boundaries is re- 
membered, the whole question assumes a 
graver aspect, ‘There should be no attempted 
explanation of “mistake” on this occision, 
for Lantao is large enough to be seen at any 
height, and aviators who are unable to ap- 
preciaie all the implications of a map most] 
certainly ought not to be in the air at all. 
It is but natural that the reports of this in- 
cident should have created a very bad im- 
pression in London, for it adds another item 
to the list of unfortunate occurrences which 
sive tise to so much anxiety. If the opinion 
is strengthening that the Japanese naval and 
military authorities are endeavouring to find 
‘out just how far they can go with America| 
and Great Britain, they are embarking on| 
‘what might prove to be an exceptionally! 
risky proceeding. Neither of those two coun- 
{tries wish a more serious situation to develop, 
but, as was pointed out in these columns in 
Saturday's issue, there are limits to the 
patience of any nation, and in the recurrence 
of these incidents an’ unwarrantably severe 
strain is being placed upon them, "It is] 
reasonable to believe that the Japanese will 
hold thelr hand, for they are already involved 
in matters which will require all their at- 
tention for a long time to come. 

















STRANGE INTERVIEW 
Dee, 2 
There is much of significance in the in- 
terview granted by Admiral Nobumasa 
Suetsugu, Japanese Home Minister, to the 
‘Tokyo correspondent of the “Paris Soir.” It 
is a complete revelation of Japan's policy 
regarding the friendly relations existing be- 
tween Great Britain, France and the United 
‘States. That these three Powers are becom- 
ing inereasingly anxious over the Far Eastern. 
situation has been apparent for some months 
past. Holland also cannot be left out of the 
picture, and though there is no formal agree 
‘ment between these nations concerning Far 
Eastern matters, there is a community of 
interest which will naturally serve to bring’ 
them very close together, They may never: 
unanimously agree upon concerted action in. 
this part of the world, but there Is always 
the possibility that, working along parallel 
lines, their actions’ may assume a common 
quality, ‘That is a .development which 
Tokyo earnestly wishes to avoid, and the 
rapidity with which the USS. Panay 
was dealt with, as compared with the: 
incidents in the Yangtze involving the British 
‘war vessels, indicates that, however the issue 
with the British is to be settled, Japan wished 
to clear away the embarrassment created by. 
the bombing of the Panay as a preliminary 
move. This has not been entirely successful, 
for the tone of the American reply shows that 
considerable stiffness remains and a tendency 
to watch future Japanese actions in the light 
of what has already been revealed. Admiral 
Suetsugu's remark that between Japan and 
France “Friction could only arise from too 
close a_ co-operation between France and 
Great Britain,” being the statement of a 
responsible minister, must be’ taken to mean 
exactly what it implies, namely that Japanese 
policy is aimed at isolating Britain from states 
with whom she is in the friendliest contact 
and to weaken the relations of the nations| 
whose interests in the Far East are being 
Imperilled by Japanese action, , That such a 
policy is unlikely to succeed” goes almost 
without saying, for the peace-loving nations 
‘af the world will not permit the principles| 
for which they stand to be subordinated to 
the expediences of the more bellicose countries! 
‘of the world, 














On the subject of the occupation of the’ 
island of Hainan the Admiral is apparently 
‘completely contradictory. Admitting that the 
present blockade of China is “utterly ineffi- 
cient” and that arms and munitions continue 
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to enter China treély, he suggests ‘th 





order to reinforce it, it would be necessary 
to occupy Hainan temporarily. . He is then 
reported to have added that it was of vital 
Interest to establish permanent naval and alr : 
‘bases in the island due to the faict that Hainan 
fs nearer to the continent than Formosa. Tt 
might be added also that Hainan is nearer * 
French Indo-China as well, and of ‘that fact 
the French government: will not ‘remain 
heediess, The nalvete of the Admiral's ° 
statements: is quite refreshing, for from the * 
immediate plea of » temporary necessity. for 
occupation he proceeds to show why such a 
process should be made permanent, and it is 
now perfectly clear that, should the Japanese 
eccupy the island, it will be for always: ‘The 
‘domination of Indo-China from Hainan will 
be a matter Of considerable importance to 
France in view of the manner in which the 
‘Japanese expansionist policy is expected to 
develop, and the danger to French interests 
arising ‘out of stich an-event is something 
whieh Paris connot afford to regard lightly. 
Therein lies the community of interest be- 
tween France and Great Britain, and it, will 
require something more than the adroitnéss 
of kind words to bring about the cleavage 
between the two countries which" the 
Admiral so apparently would like to see. 
Not only that, Anglo-French interests in other. 
parts of the world are now so closely 
centwined, that an endeavour to separate them 
Js foredoomed to failure: if the two nations 
ever became at variance with one another 
the ‘present precarious peace of the whole 
world would be in. imminent daniger of total 
collapse, The protection of occidental in- 
terests in the Far East, sb clearly threatened 
by Japan's actions, Is rapidly becoming. a 
Question “for the common. atiention. of the 
four nations concerned, and if, as a result, « 
close understanding is reached between them, 
Japan will only have herself to blame. And 
it must be remembered that though the final 
solution of the problems now presented may 
be a long way off it is not likely to be 
brought about by any unilateral decision 
which Japan may make, 

‘The Admiral's warning, that if the Powers 
continue to provide assistance to China, Tokyo 
will be compelled to oceupy Canton’ at the 
risk of friction with London, is an interesting 
‘one. Conditions being as they are any, and 
every’ nation has, the right to supply China 
with anything she desires. ‘The cordial rela- 
tions existing between Japan and Germany 
does not preclude the latter from maldng 
deliveries of ars and munitions to China, 
and if Germany ean do so without Japanes 
reproach, there is no justification for suggest 
ing that the other Powers are doing something 
which should be reprehended. "The sauce 
for the German goose in this ease is equally 
sultable and appropriate for the other nations 
gander. Singular also is the Admirals ret 
erence to the U.S.S. Panay incident in which 
he says: “I am confident. that President 
Roosevelt's usual comprehension wilt facilitate 
fan amicable solution, but T must sy that it 
would be dishonest! of us to offer many 
guarantees, knowing beforehand that they 
are not realizable.” If that means anything 
at all, it means that in the Admiral’s view 
Japan is not able to give definite assurances 
that foreign vessels, naval or civilian, will not 
be attacked in Chinese waters, Why such 
assurances cannot be given may be com- 
Pletely understood, “Tt isnot necessary” to 
dilate upon the reason at this juncture, but 
thie inference will be received with consider- 
able astonishment that the mandates of the 
Japanese government have not been receiving 
‘and may not receive all the respect to which 
they are entitled, ‘The statement that if 
foreign vessels navigate in the war zone 
incidents ean oecur, carries with it the suge 
Kestion that it is necessary for the* forelgn 
Powers to co-operate «with Japan by with- 
drawing such vessels, It is no part of thelr 
ity 0 do so, and, if they did, it would 
‘amount fo an ‘abandonment, however tem= 
porary it might be, of those’ interests, which 
the Powers are bound to protect, and whieh 
Japan has so repeatedly expressed her inten- 
lion “to respect, ‘Taken all in all Admiral 
Suetsugu in this interview has made no 
great contribution towards clarifying the air, 
but has rathor added to the cloud of mysttiens 
tion which bscures a great deal of Japan's 
actions in this part of the world,

undl Spazaitying Jo note that the question. of 
reopening of the Hongkew and Yangtszepoo 
areas, is being brought to the attention of the 
government in Tokyo, Equally gratifying is it 
to learn, that Japanese restrletions with r 
to access to the wharves and the food-producing 
‘countryside of Pootung are being relaxed, Fathe! 
Jacquinot’s plea broadeast by this journal yes: 
terday emphasizes the necessity for all the 
surrounding areas of Shanghal being reopened 
early. Tt 1s necessary that the farmers should 
‘be able to return to the soll as soon as possible 
50 that the early crops for next year shauld be 
‘thus assured by’ the resumption of these men's 
activities, A real proof of Japan's sincerity in 
this matter could so easily be given, and were 
that done much of present anxiety would be 
elleved. ‘The considerations governing the re~ 
opening’ of the Industrial districts at present 
closed are no ess weighty. While very con- 
iderable damage has been done there, there are 
still factories and installations which could be 
put into. operation, while the machinery of others 
Whleh could not ‘could easily and continuously 
receive that attention without which it must 
deteriorate, The statement that delay in re 
‘opening these areas Js due to Japanese fear of 
secret activities ikely to cause disturbances does 
not appear to be strikingly real. If there were 
any merit in the suggestion, then the whole of 
the areas at present behind the Japanese lines 
In north China would need to be completely 
denuded of inhabitants, and it’ is known that 
thoigh thelr numbers have been very greatly 
reduced still many thousands carry on thelr 
businesses there without causing the incon 
venience which the Japanese appear to fear in 
Shanghai, Tt may” be wise for’ the Japanese 
military authorities to make haste slowly in this 
matter, but, surely, not too slowly.

‘The opening of all aroas north of Soochow 
Creek for residence and business to non-Chinese, 
8 announced on Sunday evening, may be 
something of a “belated Christmas gift,” but, 
looking this particular horse in the mouth, Ii 
may be remarked without discourtesy that it 
is not much of a present. All that has really 
hhappened {s that what has already been granted 
will no longer require the passes and such like 
Paraphernalia. that were required under the 
older rules which have now been superseded.

The 
explanation given at yesterday morning's Press 
Conference concdrning the proposed Iniction 
of the deatn and, other penalties according to 
the Japanese military law does not clarity 
matters. It is unthinkable that any foreigners 
who may cafe to live in the reopened areas 
would be so foolish as to commit any of the 
offences described by Japanese military law, 
and if they did the Japanese would be per- 
feotly entitled to seek redress, But where those 
foreigners are under the protection of extrater~ 
ritorial rights, which according to the Japanese 
official spokesman there was no intention to 
override, administration of these military rules 
{in the ease of an extraterritorial forelgner would 
Jn effect amount to an Interference whlch can 
ot be justified in the circumstances. It is ‘con~ 
celvable that such a foreigner doing something 
he had a perfect right todo under his own Jaws 
‘might incur a charge of violation of the Japanese 
imilitary rules, Is ho then to be taken before 
a Japanese court mart 

if such a thing occurred then not only would 
there be Interference with exterritorial rights, 
bbut they would have been completely set ai 
naught and overridden. Tt would seem that 
the most the Japanese authorities could possibly 
do in such circumstances would be to hand the 
man oyer to his own consular authorities, who 
might find no grounds upon which to take

REFUGEES CHOKE 
CHUNGKING 


Authorities to Stop Further 
Arrivals from Hankow 


Hankow, Dec. 23. 

An unprecedented situation has 
been created at Chungking, the new 
capital of China, as the result of 
considerable exodus of people from 
Hankow. ‘The city is so crammed 
that the authorities have now decided 
to stop further arrivals. 


Many steamers loaded with re- 
fugees have not been allowed to berth 
during the past few days, with the 
result that they have been’ compelled 
to unload their passengers at Ichang 
‘ond Wanhsien. 

‘There ig no more housing accom- 
modation in Chungking. Many shops 
are doing business luring the day 
‘and renting out their counters at 
hight af sleepine nuarters to refugees 
who are obliged to walk the streets 
during the day, 


A Food Shortage 

Chungking is also facing a serious 
food shortage. The authorities are 
urging all refugees going to Szechuen 
to bring thelr own foodstuffs 

A. similar situation, but not so 
acute, exists at Changsha. All the 
local people have gone into the coun 
{ryside and their places in the city 
have been taken by people from 
other provinces, mainly Government 
officials and their families. 








Hankow Exodus 


Meanwhile, the exodus from Han- 
kow continues, mainly because of the 
removal of' many Chinese Govern 
‘ment offices from here into Szechuen 
‘and Hunan provinces. 

‘Transportation from Hankow to 
these two provinees is becoming @ 
serious problem. All passages to Sre- 
chuen have been booked two months 
ahead, while aeroplane accommoda- 
tlon to Changsha has been booked 
until the end of January.

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COMMERCIAL LAWS IN MANCHOUKUO 


Trade Control Vested in Japanese Chamber: Foreign| 
Commerce Discussed 


eee Harbin, Dec. 6. 

An “elucidation of several moot 
points regarding the commercial and 
Industrial reforms brought into effect 
on December 1 was given recently by 
Mr, Ogaka of the Japanese Chamber 
of ‘Trade and Industry to Mr. A. J 
Oparin, “Chairman of the Harbin 
Chamber of Commerce, and several 
Fepresentatives of the press, ‘Tt was 
explained that heretofore all Man- 
choukuoan commercial organizations 
existed. under a law passed in the 4th 
year of the Chinese Republic, and that 
With the surrender of the ‘extrater- 
ritoriality "rights of Nipponese re- 
sidents this law became Inapplicable 
‘and wholly obsolete, ‘The Government 
of Manchoukuo, therefore, decided 10] 
create new commercial organizations | 
which ‘would be Included in, and 
directly controlled by, the Japanese 
Chamber of Trade and Indust 

It is interesting to note that among 
the elauses of the now law itis stated 
thal should two oF more commereial 
‘organizations exist in one dlistriet, the 
game must unite within six 
nd heneeforward tunel 
formity with the new Commerce und 
Industry Law; and that membership 
in trade and labour unions is eligible 
only to citizens of Manchouktio. and 
firms cither registered under Man- 
choukuoan jaws or under 
cognizance of one or another govern+ 
ment department. 














Reform. the Order of the Day 


Reforms and changes in business 
circles seem to be the order of the 
ay, as a shifting of the Harbin market 
fon toa new. basis is boing. co 
templated, "Since the ‘recently-pro- 
‘miulgated ‘import-export law was en- 
foreed in Harbin, the fact that the 
clty has a large international popula- 
tion and a sulleiently capacious mai 
ket for varlous foreign goods. has:

‘To discuss and find means of re~ 
medying this situation, the Harbin 
Fepresontatives of the ehiet Industrial 
istriety of Japan held a meeting in 
the latter part of November, Tt was 
decided to work hand-in-glove with 
the Harbin Chamber of Commerce in 
taking measures to supply the Harbin 
market with all essential merehandlst 
On the Initiative of Mr, Nakanist, 
was resolved to find Out of which 
‘goods manufactured abroad there Is 
‘@-suMelency and of which a dearth, 
‘and what goods at present imported. 
from Europe and America cquld be 
‘comfortably substituted by those made 
in Japan, 

‘Meanwhile, a regulation and i 
provement of trade relations between 
Japan, Manchoukuo and Germany Is 
awaited Here as Mr, Toga, the newly

With political parties and factional 
‘groups apparently shelving their dif- 
ferences because of the Sino-Japanese 
hostilities, the Emperor to-day form- 
ally convened the Diet. Japan's legis- 
Intors gathered in the new Dit bulld~ 
lng to hear the Imperial rescript and 
learn the problems the Cabinet wants 
them to solve. 

‘The Emperor drove to the Diet 
building and after a brief rest in 
the Imperial. rooms, entered the 
‘Chamber where the Peers and Re- 
resentatives had gathered in joint 
Session. There he formally convened 
the two branches, asked for their 
earnest consideration of matters of 
State. He then retired from the 
Dullding and returned” to the Im- 
perial Palace. 

‘The Diet, before adjourning, later 
appointed a Committee to reply to 
the Emperor's meisage. During the 
brief adjournment ahead, members 
of the Diet will study the various 
‘measures that have been prepared by 
the Government. . 


‘Biany New Bills 

‘Tho chief task of the Diet will be 
that of approving the budgets. ew 
bills ‘not in one way “or other con- 
‘nected with the Sino-Japanese hosti- 
ities will be introduced, it was pre- 
dicted. 

First among the new bills is that 
providing for the Social Health In- 
stitute which will direct a general 
‘campsign to improve the health and 
physique of the entire population. 

‘The Institute will conduct periodi- 
cal physical examinations of all per- 
sons above three years of age, and 
investigate the proposal for improved 
medieal services. 

‘The proposal to nationalize electric 
ight and powe: will again come be- 
fore the Diet as will bills for food 
‘and fuel control and other measures 
designed to assure comfort for the 
Population, 

‘Such matters as co-ordinating the 
branches of industry, regulating ship- 
ping, controlling import and export 
‘as well as the financial and exchange 
matters connected with these pro- 
posals have been arranged by the 
various branches of the Government. 
‘The Diet, as a matter of form, will 
be asked’ to legalize them. 


Coinage Question

jin January the Finance Ministry will 
have decided whether it is advisable 
to replace the small coins of high 
hhickel content with paper currency.

Burdens Greatly Increased 
After New Year 


That various Shanghai relief ‘or 
ganizations are fast coming to the end 
of thelr resources in caring for war 
refugees is shown in an arinounce- 
ment made by the Director of the 
International Red Cross to the effect 
that beginning from Jantary 3, the 
Red Cross will have to assume res 
ponsibility for maintaining some 140 
Fefugee camps hitherto supported by 
the Federation of Shanghai Charity 
Organizations, the Shanghai Emer= 
gency Relict Committee and the 
International Rellet Committee, Thi 
will mean an udditional financial 
‘burden to the Red Cross, running into 
tens of thousands of dollars a month 
for food alone. OMeers of the Inter 
national Red Cross fear that unless 
Iarge contributions continue to. pour 
into their treasury, they will find it 
impossible to help the multitudes of 
war refugees through this winter, 

‘Up to December 25, the Shanghai 
International Red Cross has obtained 
[2 grand total of $633,179.21 and £100 
Jn donations for its roliet work, Of 
this income, it has already allocated 
and designated a total of $405,003.54 
for work. by. its various committees, 
OF the allocations already made, the 
threo largest are: $288,572.60 for the 
Refugees’ Committee," $89,200 for 
Wounded Soldiers’ Committee, and 
$64,910.53 for the Medical Supplies 
Committee. It should be noted that 
small portions of these allocations 
have not yet been paid out, though 
{hey are expected to be used up very 
shortly

LAUNCH ATTACKED 


Two Missiles Hurled from 
Honan Road Bridge 


‘The Shanghai | Municipal Police 
were on Dec. 27 investigating a 
mysterious attack upon a Japanese 
army. launch which occurred at 
Honan ‘Road Bridge at about 11.20 
‘am. ‘The perpetrator of the attack 
disappeared afterwards. and all efforts 
to trace him had met with fallure 
up to that night. "The only» eye- 
witnese of the attack was a Chinese 
woman who was walking over the 
bridge when the attack’ took place, 
‘ut when questioned by the police she 
was unable to give any clue as to 
who was responsible. From the 
report given by this woman to the 
police, it appears that an unidentified 
person hurled two oF three missiles, 
presumably grenades or bombs, at 
the launch “while It was passing 
beneath the bridge, 

‘The first missile exploded on con- 
tact with the water a short distance 
from the launch. while the | second 
‘exploded in the alr before striking the 
water, Neither missile seriously hurt 
the secupants of the launch, which 
was carrying twelve Japanese  sol~ 
Jdiers "at the time, It was reported 
‘that the Japanese opened fired upon 
the bridge, but this was denied yes- 
terday by the Japanese military 
spokesman, The launch proceeded 
Jon its way, and a report of the: inei~ 
ident was’ made to the Japanese 
military authorities. A number of 
‘people passing over the bridge at the 
time heard the explosion of the 
missiles, but no one could be found 
Jwho saw the incident except the 
Chinese. woman 

During in. the afternoon, two] 
representatives of the Japanese mi 
tary authorities visited “the | head 
quarters of the Shanghai Municipal 
Police to ascertain the circumstances 
surrounding the incident, and they 
oft a short time afterwards, having’ 
been assured that the police would 
do all in their power ‘to trace the 
person responsible for the attack, 

One Slightly Injured 

One Japanese soldier was slightly 
injured in the explosion. ‘The sam- 
pan, according to a Japanese Em- 
bossy" spokesman, continued down- 
stream without opening fire on the 
bridge. The culprit, stated by the 
[Japanese authorities to be “presum 
ably a Chinese,” escaped. 

‘The failure of the Shanghai Muni- 
cipal Police to prevent the incident 
ond to arrest the culprit “cannot but 
hamper the return to. normaley in| 
Shanghai,” the spokesman declared. 

‘While ' the Japanese _Consulate-| 
General had been informed by the’ 
Shanghai Municipal Pollce that at-| 
tempts were being made to track 
down the grenade-thrower, the pre-| 
sence of “such subversive elements| 
In the Settloment cannot but affect 
‘the intention of the Japanese authori- 
ties to reopen the areas north of 
[Soochow Creek to Chinese,” the 
spokesman stated. 

‘The Japanese authorities, “confident 
that ‘the Shanghai ‘Municipal Police 
would do all in its power to trace 
down and arrest the culprit,” the] 
spokesman sald, were adopting “a 
wait and. see attitude.” 

He intimated, however, that the 
efforts of the "Shanghai Municipal 
Police would be carefully watched. 

‘The spokesman, by implication, 
tended to blame the incident on the 
failure of the  Shanghal Municipal 
Police to take adequate steps to 
curb such “subversive activities”

Fairly Large Crowds Visit 
North-of-Creek Areas 


Fainly large crowds of, foreign 
sight-seers, poured into. the north- 
‘of-the-ereek areas alll day on Dec. 27, 
the combination of the partial 
throwing-open of the district with 
the Christmas holidays, not to men- 
Hon ‘the fine weather, forming a 
temptation too hard to resist. No 
untoward incidents were reported 
[during the day, and the visitors were 
fallowed to pass freely wherever they 
‘chose, save in certain specified sectors. 
‘Alter 1130 pm. “however, the 
streets were ‘silent, for curfew 
is still in effect between that hour 
‘and 5 o'clock in the morning.

‘allowed to enter freely. — Hongkew 
‘Market was almost its old thriving 
self, with large quantities of fresh 
fish, vegetables and other commodities 
‘on sale at reasonable prices. 





Busy Teale 
Although some of those visiting! 
and sight-seeing “were on foot, 


‘mast of those who went over the 
greek did so in motor cats, and 
Hongkew and Yangtszepoo probably 
saw their busiest street trame in 
many weeks past.

“In such circumstances, it was 
deemed necessary to prociaim rules 
of conduct in order to ensure the 
Safety’ of the Japanese’ forces,” the

Penalties applied only to “specif 
offences directed at the Japanese

phasized, 

Extraterritorial rights were guar-

HEALTH REPORT FOR 
NOVEMBER, 


‘The Acting Commissioner of Public 
Health reports : 

Cholera continued to decrease and 
towards the end of the month it 
ceased to exist in epidemic fors, 
Dysentery also was less severe but 
there were inereases in the incidence 
Jot Typhoid Fever and Diphtheria. 

‘The epidemic of Measles, which 
commenced towards the end’ of last 
‘month, continued Uroughout Novern= 
ber. ‘The majority of cases occurred 
in refugee children among whom the 
mortality was 9s high as 70 per cent. 
In order to control the disease as 
far as possible in the Refugee Camps, 
Jan appeal to the public was made 
for gifts of blood for the purpose of 
manufacturing protective serum. 
Generally speaking, sanitary condl- 
ions | in refugee comps are satis- 
factory, and the worst camps have 
‘now been brought into a reasonable 
state of organized supervision 
through the combined efforts of the 
Department and the various associa- 
Hons and societies, all of whom have 
the same objects in view, 


During the course of the month, 
the foreign Isolation Hospital re= 
turned to its temporary premises in 
Brenan Road, which had to be 
evacuated during October owing to 
hostilities in that vicinity. 








Vital Statisties. 
Foreign Births—A total of 20 
births were recorded, including 16 
residents of the International Seitie- 
ment (six males and ten females). 

Chinese Births. — Chinese births 
totalled 1462, including 1326 re- 
sents (635 males and 691 females). 

Forelgn Deaths—A to'al of 27 
Jdcaths were recorded of which 37 
per cent, were among -non-Chinese 
/Asiaties, and the death rate was 6.5, 
per milie 

“The major causes of death were 
lscases of the heart, apoplexy, violent 
and gceidentat "death, and” ter 

‘The death rate for communicable 
aiscases was 1.51 per mille compared 
‘with 181 per mille last month.” 

Chinese Deaths —Out of a total of 
4206 ‘deaths recorded, 2413. (ST per 
cent.) were exposed corpses. Ot the 
remainder, the major enuses of death 
fwere Measles (which took a toll of 
382), "ineumonia, dysentery and 
typhoid fevers.

Cholera —The incidence decreased 
rapidly as the colder. weather set in 
5nd on November 20 it was declared 
{o be no longer present in. epidemde 
form. 

Measles—The number of cases 
nolifed increased.” by 503 over last 
month's figure.

Medical Laboratory. 

A tolal of 4455 specimens were 
Jexamined during the month includ

Intestinal Infections, — ‘The chief 
features of note are that, by the end 
‘of the month, Cholera had ‘ceased to 
be epidemic and that typhoid fever 
shows an increase, ‘The former was 
to be expected with the onset of 
colder weather ; even so it has lasted 
Tater into the Autumn than any pre 
vious recorded outbreak. The | ine 
creased Incidence of typhoid fever is 
difficult to explain, one possibility 
fg that, to the portion of the popula 
tlon concentrated in refugee ‘camps, 
‘more efficient medical care is at pre 
sent belng given than obtalns under 
normal circumstances, and as a result 
less cases of disease go undetected,

BRITAIN READY PROTECT HER INTERESTS 


Prime Minister Gives Assurance in Commons: Mr. 


Eden Enunciates 


Three Principles 
London, Dec. 21. 


G6NPTE are still anxious to serve the cause of peace by any 
honourable means open to us, but it must not be thought 

that our desire for peace and our patience under repeated pro- 
vocation means that we are either indifferent to our international 
obligations or forgetful of our duty to protect British interests.” 
This statement was made in the House of Commons to-day 

by the Prime Minister, Mr. Neville Chamberlain, in referring to 


the Far Eastern situation during 
added:

tie Gallery, when the debate was opened by Mr. C. R. Attlee, the 
Leader of ‘the Opposition, who strongly criticized Japan “for her 


complete disregard of international I 


He charged her with entirely dis- 
regarding the interests of anybody 
else in China and also accused the 
British Government of drifting with 
out a definite objective in its for- 
elgn pollcy. In talking too narrow a 
vlow of British interests, he thought 
that they had lost. opportunities “of 
securing co-operation to maintain 
peace, which was Britain's major 
interest, 

He observed that world affairs It 
tle accorded with the peaceful tradi- 
tions of the season. He did not in 
the least regret italy's departure 
from the League, where hor presence 
had become a weakness rather than 
source of strength, but this renun- 
elation by three great Powers of the 
League, he said, meant there was no 
peace in the world. 


Antl-British Propaganda 


Deal{ng with propaganda, which he 
alleged certain states were directing 
against the League, the ideal of peace 
and the British Empire, the Labour 
Leader declared that it had never 
‘been used with such intensity or on 
such a widespread seale as was now 
being used deliberately against this 
country. 

He had heard very disturbing re- 
ports regarding propaganda in South 
American countries, where numbers 
of news reels were shown in which 
there was nothing to the credit of 
this country but only things of di 
creat, 

Mr." Attlee understood that the 
subject of Colonies was discussed at 
the recent talks in Berlin between 
Herr Hitler and Lord Halifax, 

“We on this side!" he said, “do 
not believe that Colonies can be 
treated as counters in a game of 
diplomatic bargaining (cheers). When 
we consider the colonial claims of 
hungry Powers, we must remember 
that they would be equally valid for 
Poland, “Czechoslovakia, Austria or 
‘Switzertand,” 


‘Mr, Chamberlain Replies 


‘Mr. Chamberlain, in replying, ex: 
pressed personal regeat that’ the| 
Opposition thought it necessary te 
have another public discussion of for- 
eign affairs. Tt was so dificult, he 
declared, to say anything which could 
do good, and so, casy to say much, 
which might do harm. 

‘Turning to the Far East, the Prime 
Minister said that he would not dis 
uss the origin of what had now be- 
come a major war, although without 
@ declaration of war, Whatever the 
origin, he continued, it certainly was 
4 fact that there had been no attempt 
by Japan to seek a settlement by 
peaceful means, 

‘Mr. Chamberlain rogzetted the 
Japanese refusal to take part in the 
Brussels Conference, whieh had been 
disappointing to all’ friends of peace 
in its outcome, But there was one 
feature from whieh they drow satis 
faction, namely, that throughout the 
British’ had found themselves in com= 
plete and harmonious. agreement 
with the delegation of the United 
States, 

‘The Yangtze Incidents 

‘The latest development in the war 
in China, the Prime Minister pro- 
‘ceeded, had been attacks on British 
and American ships in the Yangtze. 
‘The House was aware of the repeated 
representations which had been made 
to the Japanese Government, 

“We are now awaiting proof,” Mr. 
Chamberlain stated, “of the deter- 
mination of the Japanese Government 
to prevent a recurrence of such inci- 
dents. It is for the Japanese Govern- 
‘ment to show that they are not un- 
mindful of the rights and interests 
of foreigners, and that thelr apologies 
nd assurances are something more 
than empty words. 

‘The Prime Minister agreed with 
Mr, Attlee in regarding that the 
Malian notice of withdrawal from the 






































League was making very litte differ- 
ence to the situation, The British 
Government would continue to give 
the League its warmest support in 
the belief that it could still afford a 
nucleus for a better and more com 
prehensive organization for the main- 
tenance of peace.

Liberal Opposition View

Co-operation with U.S. 

“We have no right." Sir Archibald 
Sinclair declared, “lo call for United 
States co-operation to defend purely 
British interests, but while Britain 
‘and the United’ States are in close 
consultation the Jatter could not mis 
understand our motives. Once it is 
apparent to the United States that 
we are determined (0 act on our own 
responsibility, the United "States 
might decide’ to act on parallel lines 
to protect her interests.” 

‘The Liberal Leader then took up 
Mr. Chamberlain's remark, made in 
reply to an interjection by Mr. Attlce, 
that Britain could not be the police: 
man of the world alone and that the 
Opposition was blind to the fact that 
other countries had refused to rally 
{o the British lead in support of the 
League. 

Sir Archibald Sinclair thought this 
statement was in itself a confession 
of the failure of the Government's 
foreign policy.

Mr. A. V. Alexander, in winding

‘nd ‘the whole Customs. unless 
something was done to prevent it 

In regard to American. co-opera: 
tion, it was not the best way to 
obtain the full support of the 
people of the United States to ask 
them to intervene on purely British 
or purely American interests. 

‘Mr. Alexander believed that the 
best way to appeal to the American 
nation was on a wide basis of collec- 
tive security. 

He criticized the Government for 
not placing an embargo upon exports 
of arms to Japan, and hoped that 
Jevery possible help would be given 
to China to purchase arms. 

‘The Government, he “declared, 
would not be doing all they could 
to vindicate the Covenant of the 
League if they did not propose, 
‘through the League, the operation of 
sanetions to prevent war materials 
Teaching Japan. 

If altacked because they were ex- 
ereising economic sanctions ir. agree- 
‘ment with the rest of the members 
of the League, Mr. Alexander added, 
they must stand together to defend 
themselves. 


Mr. Eden Sums Up 

In winding up the debate for the 
Government, Mr. Anthony Eden, the 
Foreign Sceretary, categoricall 
[denied the suggestion inade by certa! 
quarters that the Government intend- 
Jed to try and make a settlement wit 
Germany in the Colonial field on the 
basis of a deal at the expense of 
other colonial Powers. 

‘Just as we are not secking a solu- 
tion of the Colonial problem at the 
‘expense of other Powers," he added, 
"so we are not seeking a colvtion of 
European diffeulties at the expense 
of other Powers in Europe.” 

‘Turning to the Far East, Mr. Eden 
said, in referring to the advocacy of 
sanctions by Labour members, that 
effective sanctions meant the risk, if 
ot the certainty, of war. Nobody 
should contemplate any action of that 
kind in the Far East unless thoy were 
convinced they had overwhelming 
forces at the back of thelr policy. 

‘The Foreign Secretary pointed out 
that in the League there were only 
two great naval Powers, Britain and 
France, and that an overwhelming. 
foree did not exist. 

Any course of sction in the Far 
East, he asserted, must depend upon 
the co-operation of other nations be- 
sides members of the League. 























‘Three Principles

Story of Bombing 
Washington, Dee. 24. 

Fotal Japanese bombing of the 
‘American gunboat Panay at Nan- 
iking was carried out during a period 
of good. visibility and occured at 
som times at heights only 100-200 
feet above the clearly marked decks 
‘ot the ship, according to the report 
made to the Navy Department by 
the Commander of the Panay, Lt 
Cmdée, J. J. Hughes. Japanese planes| 
jaiso_machine-gunned the decks of 
the Panay and Japanese river cratt 
fired on the fatally damaged Ameri- 
ean warship on which a number ot 
‘Americans and other foreigners 
‘were killed or wounded, the report 
conslemed. 

"The Secretary of the Navy, Mr. 
Claude Swanson, authorized ‘publi- 
cation of the wounded Panay com- 
mandor's report to the Navy Depart 
ment in which the bombing of thé 
‘American ship was said to have 
continued for nearly an hour. 

‘Cmdr. Hughes gave evidence that 
the Panay carried horizontal United 
States flags on the forward top 
deck and the after top deck. Each 
fag, he reported, was 18 by 14 fect 
fn ‘size and freshly painted. The 
Panay also flew a large ensign from 
her fog-staft day and night, he re- 
ported. All flags, both vertical and 
horizontal, were brightly illuminated 
throughout the night, the report said. 

‘The Panay, according to Cmdr, 
Hughes, was’ anchored before — the 
Japanese attack in an open space on 
the river easily visible for miles on 
every side, 

‘The look-out first reported the 
Japanese bombers approaching at a 
hhelght of 4,000 fect, but they came 
lower before the attack which began 
bout 127 pam. and continued until 
225 pm, Cmdr. Hughes reported. 
‘Japanese Navy markings were clearly 
visible on the altacking planes, he 
added, 

Survivors Machine-Gunned 

‘The Japanese planes, after bombing 
the warship on which’ numerous for- 
clgn’elvillans had sought safety dur- 
{ng the Japanese assault on Nankin 
machine-gunned survivors who al 
fempted to reach the shore in small 
oats before the Panay sank. 

‘Cid. Hughes reported that follow- 
Ing his arrival ashore after being 
wounded, he was informed that an 
farmed Japanese boat was firing at 
the Panay. He sald he heard that 
several men from the boat  sub- 
sequently boarded the Panay and 
aemained for a few minutes,

“In selecting this spot I had 
fn mind, primarily, the safety of the 
Panay and the refugees whom she 
was carrying, but also the safety and 
well being of the American ships in 
the convay and their personnel, 

“Immediately upon anchoring 
posted: sentry lookouts for airplanes 
‘and troops movements. I later al- 
lowed a party of eight men to visit 
the Mel Ping nearby. ‘These men 
were stili on board Mel Ping when 
the attack started and therefore were 
tunable to return to ship.” 

‘Cmdr, Hughes described his as 
tonishment on discovering the planes 
‘overhead intended to attack. He 
noted that the weather was clear 
with good visibility and that there 
was no wind. 

When First Bomb Fell 

He repeated the account, already 
known, how the first bomb struck 
the Panay, injuring him, how. he 
/was carried to the gallery and from 
there heard the Panay’s machine-guns 
firing and realized that the crew was 
carrying on under the directions of 
Executive Officer, Lt. Arthur F. 
Anders. 

“The first group of planes dive 
bombed from a considerable altitude, 
which kept them beyond the range 
of the Lewis guns,” he said in his 
report. “Later” when’ the Pandy 
‘was visibly smashed, they came much 
closer and not only'let go with thelr 
bombs “from low  altitudes—perhaps. 
100 to 200 fect—but machine-gunned 
the deck. 

“I distinetly heard their yuns which 
have a different soud ‘from. the 
Panay's. According to my reckoning, 
the Panay received about 24 direct 
hits. T did not believe it was possible 
for such a small chip to receive such 
damage and still float.” 

Rescue Attempt Folted 

Cmdr. Hughes said that one of the 
merchant ships attempted to come 
alongside the Panay and take off its 
personnel but the bombing prevented 
it, He observed that it should be 
remembered that the attacking planes 
concentrated almost all efforts on the 
Panay during at least the frst half 

‘When it was decided to abandon 
ship, T ordered “wounded removed 

‘The report revealed that Cmdr. 
Hughes was placed in the first boat 
leaving the Panay by several mem- 
bers of the crew despite his protests.

Germany's Great War Leader Ends Long and Vivid 
"Career at Age of 72 Years

Erich von Ludendorff, the great 
r, who had been suffering from 


bladder trouble, died here at 8.20 this morning. He was 72 years 


of age. Death was painless, 


Gen. von Ludendorff, who had been 


i for some time, had recently made such progress that his 
physiclans intended allowing him to leave his nursing-home and 


return to his villa at Tutzing. 


He suffered a relapse yesterday, 


and, according to a bulletin issued in the early hours of this 
morning, his condition became critical overnight because of un; 


expected weakness of the heart. 


Gen, Erich Friedrich ‘Wilhelm 
von Ludendorft will go down to ise 
tory as the man who, in the position 
of the late Marshal von Hindenbure’s 
chief of staff, was largely responsible 
for the rolling up of the-Russians in 
the Great War at the battle of 
‘Tannenbers, in 1914. 

‘This battie had the effect of put 
ting the Russians virtually out of 
action as a serious threat to Ger- 
many's eastern flank, and paved the 
way for the complete erumpling-p 
of the Russians and the peace. of 
Brest-Litovsk in March, 1018, 
Ludendorft took part in ‘the ave 
months’ negotiations for this, peace, 
ag diplomat as well as general, 

Erieh von Ludendorft was’ born 
fon April 9, 1805, near Schwerzens, 





in former Germin Posen. He re- 
ceived hls early training at the 
military academies of Ploen and 


Gross Lichterfelde, and was given a 
commission as lieutenant in. 1882. 
Attached to the general staff as 
‘captain in 1805, he continued to serve 
with it until 1913, when he w 
lven command of the 39th Regl- 
ment of Fusiliers at Duesseldorf. 


‘The Storming of Liege 

In April, 1914, Ladendorft was put 
In command of 9 ‘brigade at Strass- 
‘bur and, on the outbreak of the 
Grent Wat, was appointed Quarter 
master-Goneral of the 2nd Army, 

‘At the storming of Liego, at ‘the 
bevinning of the War, during the 
night of August 5-6, 1014, he won 
immediate recognition ‘for his 
bravery, 

He voluntarily assumed command 
when Gen, von Wussow, commander 
of the 14th infantry division, wa 
killed, ted his troops through the 
‘outlying fortifeations, and was the 
first’ man to reach the yatoway of 
the citadel, Two weeks later he was 
made a general and attached to 
Field Marshal von Hindenburg as 
his Chief-of-Statt. 

Following the battle of ‘Tannen 
bert, Hindenbure was named Chiet 
of the General Staff, and Ludendorit 
‘was appointed Chief Quartormaster~

Despite strong condemnation by the 
Government, a number of the ‘most 
influential trades unions continue to 
advocate a boycott of Japanese goods, 
and several Japanese ships have been 
temporarily held up by the refusal 
of waterside workers to load cargoes 
of serap’iton and other materials that 
‘might be used for munitions. 

Proposals to boycott Japanese ship- 
ping entirely were rejected by a con-| 
ference of the Australian Counell of 
‘Trades Unions, but it is understood 
that “the conference" will urge 
unionists and consumers generally to 
exercise discrimination in thelr| 
private purchasing, 

‘Threats of trade reprisals by Japan~ 
‘ese business men have not impressed 
the publle, because it is believed that 
Jopanese buying of Australian wool 
has already been reduced to the 
practicable ‘minimum, and that ony 
further restrietion would probably be 
ue to lack of purchasing power. On 
the other hand, Australians are not 
{n favour of a boycott. ‘The impos! 
tion of sanctions against Italt proved 
both useless and expensive, and it is 
felt that similar action would be even 
less effective and more costly applied 
to Japan.

‘Australia should act only in close co- 
operation with other Powers,

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OUR RUGGER TEAM

‘One’of the best things about Rugger is that 
however bad you may be at the game, you 
always enjoy it as much as an expert player| 
does, That explains why at ome in England 
‘one sees the amazing sight of Puddlecombe'| 
Extra “A” turning out full of spirits every 
Saturday afternoon ta play Sedlescombe “C, 
‘or another of their rival teams. And to wateh | 
‘the manner in which these teams baltle one: 
another for a good hour and a half, finish the 
game with three rousing cheers for the other 
‘side, and then make for the changing reoms| 
covered with perspiration, their vests and 
pants in shreds, and their weary persons un- 
recognizable through a thick disguise of mud, 
fone would thinkc that it was a match between. 
England and Scotland at Twickenham. It 
‘was even so with Brinkton Extra “A” team, 
a side which I graced with my preserice for a 
whole rugger season. Tt was quite the worst 
team on the whole of the South Coast. We: 
alll knew it in our heart of hearts, but I never 
‘heard any member of the team, not even the 
sorely tried captain, who used’ to curse and. 
‘swear at us in an effort to improve our style 
‘of play, admit that it was so. We left that 
Jor the'few spectators who gathered at the 
‘touch line and shouted the most discouraging 
vemarks at us throughout the match. But we! 
never had a chance to hear them, so frantic 
were we in our efforts to prevent the next] 
try from being scored too soon, 

I joined Brinkton Extra “A” during the first 
season of its existence. Frankly, it was 
through a feeling of overwhelming pride that| 
Lever joined at all, Not pride in the prowess 
‘of the team, but in the supposed knowledge 
that even I could do better than many of the, 
players, I had reported about four of their 
‘matches, and had come to the conclusion that. 
it was far less boring to get on the fleld and 
play than to sit right the way through one of 
their matches as a helpless spectator. 1 was] 
not too popular in the team, as a constant! 
series of withering remarks had figured in my 
reports referring to various members of the 
team by name, and pointing out that when- 
ever their services might be required in’ the 
course of a match, they just were not there| 
to give them, 





On the whole, we were a cheery fifteen, and 
it would have taken a lot to make us really 
downhearted. We all thoroughly enjoyed 
the weekly matches, but especially so if they 
were played against a team on their home| 
ground, ‘Then we would foregather at 11 
‘O'clock of a Saturday morning at the town 
‘square, each one wearing a brilliant red and 
green tie with white stripes, which signified 
that he was a member of the Brinkton Extra 
"A" team, We would usually have to wait! 
for an hour or so while one of the more 
‘energetic members of. the team went to fetch 
a player who had forgotten that he had to 
turn out with the side that afternoon, Even 
when this had been done, we usually found] 
that we were at least one man short, ‘Then| 
we had to call upon the hospitality of the! 
home team to provide us with a player. 

When all that could be hunted up were in 
their seats, the coach would set off at a high 
speed, and we would soon be tearing through 
countty lanes on the way to the town whose 
bottom team we were to meet on the field 
of battle that afternoon. It was an enjoyable| 
‘experience, lounging back in the comfortable 
seat of a fast coach watching hedges flash by, 
speeding through sleepy little villages, past 
manor houses set in magnificent, paddocks, 
‘only a chimney or two, showing ‘above the| 
foliage, occasionally glimpsing a magnificent 
old castle rising in its ruined dignity from the 
top of a green English hill. It was worth] 
going on those expeditions just to be out in| 
the English countryside, glimpsing its restful 
‘and serene appearance’ beneath the mellow 
rays of the autumn sun. Looking forward to} 
a good tussle at the other end, we would sit 
back in a state of perfect bliss while the com- 
fortable coach took us up hill and down dale, 
through the downland country of East Sussex, 
which we thought was the most beautiful 
country in the world. 

It Was reeking with history, that calm 
countryside, Norman archers ‘had fought 
battles with the Saxon defenders in its shady 
woods, the army of William the Conqueror| 
had marched across it on its way to Senlac| 
HUM, and the Battle of Hastings, and those| 
casties had seen many a fierce engagement 
‘between the feudal lords of old England, who: 
Jocked themselves behind their moats, their. 
drawbridges and their big iron gates, and 
dared the enemy to do their worst. ‘That was| 
the first stage of our weekly rugger expedi 
tions—tearing through the Sussex down coun- 
try on our way to meet the foe, drawing, as! 
it were, inspiration from those rugged castles: 
to fire ts for the ordeal to come. 

As we drew near our destination, some 
brave spirit would pipe forth our battle hymn, 
‘and the remainder of the team would bellow: 





the terrifying sound ‘of that stern war-éry. 
‘We would subside into rather a morose silence 
as the coach drew up at the town's Rugby 
Club headquarters, and fifteen hairy, stalwart 
players stepped forth to grasp our hands in 
their big horny palms, and look us up and 
down, £0 we thought,” with an air of utter 
disdain, We thought we could discern a con- 
temptuous grin being exchanged behind those 
powerful palms as we made our way fear- 
fully to the changing rooms. “Oh, we hap- 
pened to defeat our biggest: rivals by 55—nil 
last Saturday”, they would say, as if to hint 
that they were intending to score double that 
number of points against us. “And, of course, 
we have not yet lost a match this season. 
And the average weight of our side is well 
over 12 stone”——The sound of their bragg- 
ings would ring in our ears as we opened 
battered suitcases, and {ook forth’ brilliant 
coloured sweaters and stockings, and neat 
pairs of pants which were to be in pieces 
before the game was through. ‘There would 
be a touch of dashing nonchalance about us 
as we ran out on to the fleld of battle to the 
sound of to hoarse cries from the only 
spectators who were there to cheer us, 





By the time that “half-time” arrived, the! 
score was invariably about 15-5, or there- 
abouts. Flopping down on the muddy ground, 
we would take big bites at the lemons pro 
vided for our refreshment. All too soon came 
the whistle for the second half. Then we 
‘would go all out until the end of the match, 
and, if we were lucky, score a point or two, 
by the end of the game. Invariably, how- 
‘ever, in spite of our best and most courageous: 
efforts, the score was heavily against us. 
The reason for this, as we told ourselves, was 
that at least half’ of the team had never 
‘played rugger in their lives before, and, in 
view of their previous soccer experiences, had 
developed an unconscious aversion to hand- 
ling the ball for fear of a foul. ‘There was no 
science in our play whatever, only a grim 
determination to do our best, and get behind 
that try line just as often as we could. ‘The 
‘other team's tries we did not bother about, 
as long as we had done all we could ta stop 
them being scored. It was only our own that 
really mattered, and for weeks afterwards 
‘we would discuss whether “Higgins could 
have converted if Rogers had scored a little 
more between the posts”, and other academi- 
cat points which to us were of great moment. 


‘As the cheers from both sides died away, 
we would saunter wearily off the field in 
the direction of the shower room, strip off our 

igged garments, and in a cloud of steam 
wipe off the marks of the day's play. When 
all were properly attired once more, we would 
board the coach, and make for some little 
cafe, perhaps by ‘the riverside, where a roar- 
ing fire would be awaiting our chilled bodies, 
in addition to piles of cake, and steaming cups 
of tea. A merry crowd of young men would 
gather afterwards around the fire, light pipes 
‘and cigarettes, laugh and chat among them- 
selves until it was time to go, 








With that delightful feeling of fitness and 
exhilaration which comes after hard exercise, 
we would lie back as the coach flashed 
through the darkness, through town and 
village along lonely country lanes deserted 
except for the passing headlights of a car 
rumbling through the night. On the way 
back, we would draw up at an old inn by 
the wayside, have a glass of delicious home- 
brewed cider, indulge in a game or two of 
darts, and then start on our way once again, 
As Ii o'clock struck by the town clock, our 
coach would pull up at the square, and dis- 
charge a tired and delightfully sleepy ruguer 
team, Handelasps and. shouts of "See you 
again next Saturday” would speed us on our 
way. As the clock chimed midnight, and a 
pale, sickly, wintry moon shone out over the 
housetops, many a third-rate rugger player 
such as ourselves, in many a town and village 
in those parts of England where rugyer thrives, 
would be in a state of half-sleep, thinking 
dreamily of the afternoon's game, looki 
forward to next Saturday's match, and to 
every Saturday afternoon until the end of the 
rugger season,

‘The aeath of Miss Lilian Faylis of 
the Old Vie. has brought to light a 
fact which many people had never 
realized. One had visualized her os 
a wealthy lady who | subsidized 
Shakespeare at the Old Vie, partly 
for her amusement, partly for the 
fun of sceing how South London 
would like It. Actually she was the 
daughter of a poor musician, went to 
South Africa as a music teacher, and 
succeed to the management of 

Old Vie. at that time a distinctly 
Jow-elass musichall, on the death of 
her aunt Miss Cons. She had no 
money, her salary was £1 a week, 
and the problem was how to keop 















that and ‘the Old Vie going, When 
something whispered to her “Try 
Shakespeare” she declared after~ 


wards that the voice had been divine; 
just-as, when asked once how she 
wax qetting on she repliod "Excel- 
ently, {have the Almighty in my 
poekei 

‘So her Shakespearean productions 
vegan, at first to emply houses, ra~ 
dually {o larger and layer aydionces. 
jefore the Old Vie became famous 
nel fashionable, it was a wonderful 
testimony to the soundness of English 
taste to seo the theatre full of the 
hhumblest people of South London, 
sucking oramges and eating hot 
chestnuts but listening intently to 
every word. In the course of hor 
career Miss Baylis produced every 
fone of Shakespeare's plays, which 
no one else has ever done.’ A. few 
yeats ago she added Sadler's Wells 
io her responsibilities as a home ot 
opera and ballet, at first a losing: 
entuve, but, one is glad 10 think, 
the ‘lust ‘year of her life, both 
Sadler's Wells and the Old Vie 
showed a mubstantial profit. 

‘Miss Baylis was a warm-hearted 
generous woman, who tured her 
country cottage into an asylum for 
oor people; entirely without respect 
fof persons, as when she apologized 
to the then Prince of Wales for hav- 
ing, in the theatre, so much smaller 
a photograph of King George V than 
fof her aunt—"but then she did so 
much more for the theatre than 
your father did". ‘The question is, 
Who can carty on her job? Perhaps 
Aix “Noney Price, who took that 
wonderful chance ‘with “Lady Pre- 
cious Stream," which everyone else 
in London had refused.
